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I.    INTRODUCTION 

The  Fenway  Preservation  Study,  conducted  from  September  1983  to  July 
1984,  was  administered  by  the  Boston  Landmarks  Commission,  with  the  assistance 
of  a  matching  grant-in-aid  from  the  Department  of  the  Interior,  National  Park 
Service,  through  the  Massachusetts  Historical  Commission,  Office  of  the 
Secretary  of  State,  Michael  J.  Connelly,  Chairman,  under  the  provisions  of  the 
National  Historic  Preservation  Act  of  1966.*   The  local  share  of  the  project 
was  provided  by  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  and  the  City  of  Boston 
Environment  Department  and  Historic  Boston,  Incorporated.   The  study  was 
conducted  by  Rosalind  Pollan,  Carol  Kennedy  and  Edward  Gordon,  architectural 
historians  and  consultants  to  the  Boston  Landmarks  Commission.   Staff 
supervision  was  provided  by  Judith  McDonough,  Director  of  Survey  and  Planning. 

The  goal  of  the  project  was  to  undertake  an  in-depth  architectural  and 
historical  survey  of  the  Fenway  study  area  and  to  make  recommendations  for 
National  Register  and  Boston  City  Landmarks  designations.   Specific  goals 
included  preparation  of  individual  information  forms  for  certain  selected 
buildings  of  architectural  or  historic  significance,  as  well  as  evaluating  the 
relative  significance  of  each  building  for  which  a  form  was  prepared. 

The  method  of  recording  and  evaluating  buildings,  as  explained  in  the 
Methodology  section,  follows  the  pattern  established  in  the  previous  phases  of 
the  Comprehensive  Boston  Preservation  Study  conducted  by  the  Boston  Landmarks 
Commission  and  begun  in  1977. 

The  boundaries  of  the  1983-4  Fenway  Study  Area  are  shown  on  Map  1.

II.   METHODOLOGY 

General  Procedures 

The  Fenway  Preservation  Study  essentially  consisted  of  three 
procedures:   field  survey,  documentary  research,  and  evaluation.   The  field 
survey  of  all  properties  within  the  study  area  was  conducted  on  foot. 
Approximately  1,000  structures  were  visually  surveyed.   In  addition,  the 
style,  material,  and  type  of  each  building  were  recorded  on  a  100-scale, 
Figure  5  photogrammetric  base  map.   The  key  to  this  map  can  be  found  in 
Appendix  II.   The  second  procedure  involved  documentary  research  using  Boston 
archives,  libraries,  Suffolk  County  Deeds,  and  relevant  resposltories,  to 
investigate  primary  and  secondary  sources.   The  third  procedure  was  evaluation 
of  the  entire  survey  which  resulted  in  recommendations  for  preservation 
activity. 

Because  of  the  considerable  number  of  structures  within  the  survey  area, 
the  decision  was  made  to  record  buildings  or  areas  of  particular  historic 
and/or  architectural  significance  using  the  standard  Boston  Landmarks 
Commission  Building  Information  Form  (Appendix  I).    Buildings  selected  for 
inclusion  in  these  forms  were  marked  on  a  400-scale  Fenway  map  by  black  dots 
with  accompanying  notations  of  inventory  form  numbers. 

The  Fenway  was  divided  into  the  following  sub-areas  which  were  primarily 
determined  by  historic  research  and  topographical  divisions:  Audubon  Circle, 
Kenmore  Square,  Fenway /Longwood,  West  Fens/Fenway  Park,  East  Fens  and 
vicinity.   (Map  II). 


Evaluation  and  Recording 

Individual  Buildings  -  Building  information  Forms  were  completed  for  170 
individual  structures,  using  the  following  criteria  in  the  selection  process 
(map  IV): 

1.  Uniqueness  in  The  Fenway, 

2.  Good  examples  of  an  architectural  style  and/or  type, 

3.  Association  with  important  national  or  local  events  or  personalities, 

4.  Prominent  visual  landmarks,  and 

5.  Nationally  significant  landscapes 

Districts  -  Were  evaluated  on  the  basis  of  the  distinctiveness  of 
individual  buildings  and  cohesiveness  of  the  streetscape,  and  in  some 
instances,  the  historical  significance  of  the  area.  Whenever  possible, 
buildings  were  grouped  into  National  Register  districts  rather  than  singled 
out  for  individual  listing  (Map  III) . 


Research  Procedure 

Research  was  focused  on  determining  date  or  date  range,  architect 
and/or  builder,  original  property  owners  and  original  appearance  of  buildings 
recorded  on  individual  forms,  as  well  as  sequence  of  neighborhood  development 
and  street  development  pattern.   The  investigation  procedure  followed  these 
general  stages: 


1.    Field  observation  and  building  description. 
2     Examination  of  building  permits. 

3.  Examination  of  maps,  and  atlases  using  the  collections  at  the  Boston 
Public  Library,  Boston  Athenaeum,  Bostonian  Society,  S.P.N.E.A. ,  and 
Massachusetts  State  Library. 

4.  Examination  of  Boston  directories,  as  well  as  histories  of  The  Fenway. 

5.  Deed  research  at  the  Suffolk  and  Norfolk  County  Registries  of  Deeds. 

6.  Examination  of  local  newspapers  including  the  Boston  Transcript,  Boston 
Globe,  and  the  Boston  Pilot. 

7.  Examination  of  photograhps  and  views  in  the  collections  of  the  Boston 
Public  Library-Print  Department,  the  Society  for  the  Preservation  of  New 
England  Antiquities,  and  the  Bostonian  Society. 

Photography  -  Photographs  were  taken  for  buildings  described  on 
individual  Building  Information  Forms.   These  photographs  were  taken  by  all 
three  consultants. 

Information  Organization-  The  100-scale  map  (Building 
Style/Material/Type)  and  copies  of  all  building  information  forms  will  be  kept 
on  file  at  the  offices  of  the  Boston  Landmarks  Commission  and  will  be 


available  for  consultation.   Building  information  forms  are  organized  in  a 
loose-leaf  notebook  and  are  further  arranged  alphabetically  by  street 
address.   These  Building  Information  Forms,  which  are  numbered  using  a  system 
adopted  for  all  survey  and  inventory  purposes  in  Boston  (Appendix  III),  are 
also  available  for  study  at  the  Boston  Landmarks  Commission.  Duplicate 
building  information  forms  also  will  be  kept  on  file  at  the  Massachusetts 
Historical  Commission,  The  Boston  Public  Library-Art  Department,  the  Bostonian 
Society,  the  Boston  Athenaeum,  the  Library  of  the  Society  for  the  Preservation 
of  New  England  Antiquities,  and  the  Library  of  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority. 

A  file  on  architects,  builders,  and  developers  active  in  The  Fenway  was 
organized  with  information  recorded  on  3x5  index  cards  and  subsequently 
transferred  to  typed  listing  arranged  alphabetically  by  name.   This  list  will 
be  available  for  consultation  at  the  Landmarks  Commission  and  copies  at  the 
agencies  and  institutions  previously  listed.

the   earlier  Romanesque  Revival  Mother  Church  dates   from  1893-4 
and   the  Extension   (190^-6) — much  larger  in  scale   than  the  original 
edifice,   was   designed  by  the  prominent  Boston  architect  Charles 
Brigham  in  a  Renaissance  Revival  style.

elaborately  framed  with  classical  features  and  ornament 
are  included  in  the  extensions  enclosing  the  semi-circular 
sides  of  the  Church.   Additional  entries  along  Huntington 
Avenue  are  set  into  rec'essed  arcaded  porches .   Robust 
carved  often  fruited  and  swag  classical  ornament  enriches 
window  and  doorway  enframements  and  entry  and  tower  archi- 
traves .  Arched  windows  usually  trimmed  with  engaged  Ionic 
or  composite  columns  or  colonnettes  predominate,  and 
paired  arched  and  columned  openings  form  arcading  around  dome . 
Second  and  third  floors  are  enlivened  with  double-story 
engaged  Corinthian  columns  and  pilasters.   This  Renaissance 
Revival  Church  is  attached  at  its  easterly  end  to  an 
earlier  almost  arrow-head  plan  rough-faced  irregularly 
cut  granite  Romanesque  Revival  Church  with  peaked  roofed 
square  plan  5-S'tory  apex  tower  extended  by  a  two-story 
bowed  bay  and  connected  at  grade  level  to  main  body  of 
building  with  3-bay  entry  arcades  displaying  thick 
polished  granite  columns  with  foliage  capitals.  Stained 
glass  rose  windows  are  set  into  clipped  side  walls  abutting 
the  larger  scale  Extension  and  figured  stained  glass 
auditorium  windows   illustrate  scenes  from  the  life  of 
Christ.

meeting  of  Norway  (then  Caledonia)  and  Falmouth  Streets  just 
north  of  Westchester  Park  (Mass.  Ave.)  was  acquired  by  Mrs. 
Eddy  and  deeded  by  her  to  the  Board.   The  immediate  vicinity  of 
this  yet  undeveloped  lot  was  predominately  built-up  with  3- 
and  ^-story  brick  multiple  unit  housing  dating  for  the  most 
part  from  the  mid-and  late  1880 's.  Several  church  building 
plans  were  solicited  by  the  Christian  Science  Board,  and 
the  design  developed  by  Franklin  I.  Welch  was  selected 
apparently  because  of  its  full  use  of  the  unusual  shaped  lot. 
A  later  decision  by  the  Directors  changed  the  proposed 
building  material  from. brick  to  granite  from  New  Hampshire 
in  commemoration  of  the  birthplace  and  then  present  home 
of  Mrs.  Eddy.   The  first  sto-ne  of  the  new  church  was  laid 
on  November  8,  1893,  the  first  service  held  on  December 
30th,  189^,  and  the  dedication  was  celebrated  on  Jan.  6,  I895. 
Although  the  Church  accomodated  1000  people,  soon  after  its 
completion,  services  were  so  well  attended  that  two  sessions 
were  required  every  Sunday. '  Although  churches  were  organized 
at  Mrs.  Eddy's  direction  in  Cambridge,  Chelsea,  and  Roxbury, 

(over) 


the  Boston  Church  remained  overcrowded,  and  in  August  1901, 
plans  to  purchase  abutting  properties  for  expansion  were 
approved.   By  April  1903 i  the  Church  had  acquired  the  entire 
"block  enclosed  by  Falmouth,  Norway,  and  St.  Paul  Streets, 
and  the  parcel  now  included  33,202  square  feet.   After  land 
clearance,  construction  for  the  Extension  began  in  190^,  and 
the  cornerstone  of  the  new  auditorium  was  laid  on  July  l6th. 

The  Church  Extension  was  built  primarily  of  Indiana  limestone,       ' 
but  sections  of  the  first  and  second  floor  walls  are  constructed 
with  granite  from  Fitzwilliam,  New  Hampshire,andTennessee  marble  is 
occasionally  used  at  entry  tympani.  The  25 ♦ 000  square  foot 
auditorium  of  the  Extension  seats  3»000  people  and  includes 
3  tiers  of  balconies  at  the  rear  and  2  galleries  at  the  semi- 
circular sides .   The  interior  of  the  auditorium  is  dominated 
by  the  82  foot  in  diameter  dome  which  rests  on  ^  monumental  arches 
supported  by  massive  piers,  a  design  which  permits  a  maximum 
of  unobstructed  space.  Installed  in  the  1950 's,  the  church's 
Aeolian  Skinner  organ  has  over  13,000  pipes  and  is  set  behind 
the  marble-faced  readers  platform  at  the  front  of  the 
auditorium.   In  1975*    the  modern  Indiana  limestone  columned 
half  rotunda  main  entry  portico  designed  by  I .  M.  Pei 
and  Partners  with  Araldo  Cossutta  was  completed. 

Charles  Brigham  (18^1-7/22/1925),  a  charter  member  of  the  Boston 
Society  of  Architects,  was  the  prinicipal  architect  of  the 
Church  Extension.   Brigham  enjoyed  a  long  career  and  active 
practice  in  Boston  beginning  in  the  late  l860's,  and  was 
trained  under  Calvin  Ryder  and  Gridley  J.F.  Bryant.   In  1866, 
Brigham  formed  a  partnership  with  John  H .  Sturgis  and  their 
firm — Sturgis  and  Brigham — was  responsible  for  many  notable 
buildings  in  Boston  including  the  old  Museum  of  Fine  Arts  at 
Copley  Square  (1876-78)  and  the  Church  of  the  Advent  (1879-80). 
After  Sturgis'  death  in  1888,  Brigham  was  employed  as  the 
architect  of  the  massive  yellow  brick  extension  to  the 
Massachusetts  State  Capital  (1889-95)  and  was  the  designer 
of  the  distinctive  Burrage  mansion  at  31^  Commonwealth  Avenue  (1899) • 
Brigham  worked  on  the  Christian  Science  Church  Extension  in 
consultation  with  Chicago  architect  Solon  S.  Beman  and  with 
the  assistance  of  Boston  architects  Charles  Coveney  and 
Henry  V.  Bisbee.   It  was  through  their  collaboration  on  the 
Christian  Science  Church  project  that  the  firm  of  Brigham, 
Coveney,  and  Bisbee-  was  established. 

Of  significance  to  the  city  and  the  Fenway  area  is  the  trans- 
formation of  the  residential  vicinity  of  Falmouth  and  Norway 
Streets  by  the  Christian  Science  Church  into  a  modern  and 
grandly  scaled  institutional  campus — a  process  that  began 
with  the  construction  of  the  Church  Extension  in  the  early 
years  of  this  century  and  continued  with  the  acquisition 
and  demolition  of  residential  property  for  the  first  Christian 
Science  Publishing  Society  building  (1907/8 — and  demolished 
in  the  1970's),  the  second  Publishing  Society  building  at 
One  Norway  Street  (1932/^) — see  form  for — and  climaxed  in 
the  early  and  mid-1970 's  with  additional  acquisition  and 
■clearance  for  the  development  of  1hel5  acre  Christian 
science  Center.  This  Center  serves  as  the  world  headquarters 
of  the  Church  which  how  includes  almost  3fOOO  branches  located 
in  50  countries.

MASSACHUSETTS  HORTICULTURAL  SOCIETY. 
Ekected  A.D.  1900. 

The  completion  and  occupation  of  the  new  building  ■  of  the 
Massachusetts  Horticultural  Society  on  Massachusetts  Avenue, 
Boston,  marks  the  beginning  of  \nother  era  in  the  history  of  the 
Society.  For  many  years  the  need  of  enlarged  accommodations 
has  been  strongly  felt,  and  at  various  times  propositions  have  been 
considered  looking  toward  a  change  of  location  and  providing  in- 
creased facilities  for  canying  on  the  work  of  the  institution. 

The  present  building,  it  is  believed,  wUl  furnish  such  accommo- 
dations for  many  years  to  come.  The  Building  Committee,  under 
whose  supervision  it  has  been  erected,  consisted  of  Francis  H. 
Appleton,  Ciiarles  S.  Sargent,  William  J.  Stewart,  George  A. 
Nickerson  and  Charles  F.  Curtis. 

The  accompanying  plans  from  the  architects'  drawings  present 
the  general  an-,angement  of  the  interior  of  the  building  while  the 
frontispiece  shows  a  view  of  the  exterior,  as  seen  from  the  corner 
of  Massachusetts  and  Huntington  Avenues. 

The  first  floor  of  the  building  covers  an  area  of  18,066  square 
feet,  and  contains  the  large  exhibition  haU,  a  smaller  exhibition 
hall  and  a  lecture  hall. 

The  main  h.ill  is  reached  through  a  spacious  vestibule,  but  a 
single  step  abtive  the  level  of  the  sidewalk,  and  is  52j4  feet  in 
width  by  123  feet  in  leugth,  the  height  being  42  feet,  not  including 
the  monitor  roof. 

At  the  easterly  end  of  this  hall  is  the  loggia,  a  raised  platform 
four  and  one-half  feet  above  the  main  exhibition  haU.  It  has  an 
area  of  28  by  52  feet,  and  broad  stone  steps  connect  it  with  the 
floor  of  the  main  hall.  From  the  loggia  a  commanding  view  of 
the  exhibitions  can  be  had. 

The  small  exhibition  hall  is  28  by  57  feet  and  28  feet,  6  inches

ish  Ionic  pilastered  piers  and  at  frieze — paired  words: 
Love/Purity;  Health/Hope;  Mercy/Peace;  Faith/ Justice.

Of  special  architectural  interest  is  The  Mapparium  located 
on  the  first  floor  of  the  building  and  constructed  between 
1932-5*  A  glass  and  bronze  room  of  30  foot  diameter  and 
concave  walls,  The  Mapparium  is  built  of  6o8  panels  of 
multi-colored  glass  fixed  into  a  bronze  framework  and  provides 
an  inside-out  view  of  the  world  globe.  Each  of  the  glass 
panels  covers  10  degree  latitude  and  longitude,  and  each  of 
the  colors  used  was  separately  kiln  fired.  When  completed, 
The  Mapparium  received  Mention  by  the  Pittsburgh  Glass 
Institute  in  its  1937  competition  for  the  use  of  glass  in 
architecture,  decoration,  and  related  subjects. 

Also  of  note  is  the  stone  faced  3  hy  7  "bay  arcaded  and 
galleried  atrium-like  lobby  enlivened  on  the  aisle  vaulting 
and  at  back  wall  with  alver  tesserae  mosaic .   The  interior 
is  distinguished  further  by  its  wood  panelled  spacious 
sales  and  reading  room  at  the  left  overlooking  the  Mass.  Ave. 
courtyard  and  its  high  quality  accoutrements  including 
brass  and  inlaid  wood  U.S.  Mail  boxes  and  elevator  doors. 

Chester  Lindsay  Churchill  (1892?  to  1958)  the  architect

Pounded  in  189^1    the   Industrial  School  for  Crippled  and  Deformed 
Children,    as   it  was    then  called,    was   initiated  and  supported 
entirely  through  donation  and  charitable   fund-raising,    and 
began  with  2^   "scholar-patients"  who  were   brought  by  bus    to   St. 
Andrews  Hall  on  Chambers   Street  in  the   old  West  End.      Soon  after- 
wards,   as    the   need   to    offer       board  and  lodging  for  pupils   increased, 
a  row-house   at   6  Turner  Street   (see   form  for  12-30  Edgerly  Road) 
was   rented   to  provide  space   for   the   school.    Subjects    taught  at   this 
time   included  sewing,    crochet,    drawing,   woodcarving   ("for  boys 
only"),    physical  culture,    and  kitchen  gardening. 

Francis   J.   Getting,    one   of  the   original   trustees   of  the   Industrial 
School,   was   from  around   the    turn-of-the-c entry  to   the    time   of 
his   death  in  191^  at  age   ^8,    president  of  the   institution, and 
as   a  physically  handicapped  person,  was   committed   to- instruction 
at   the   school   of  practical  and  commercially  valuable    trades. 

By  the   time   the   school's   home  was   built  on  St.    Botolph  Street

that  filled  over  ^00  orders  for  individuals  outside  of  the 
school  was  in  operation.   The  staff  and  trustees  of  the  Industrial 
School  developed  a  curriculum  and  school-day  that  provided 
study,  industrial  trades,  exercise,  good  nutrition,  fresh-air 
and  light,  and  medical  treatment.   In  1912,  a  fresh-air  class- 
room was  built,  and  children  studied  in  a  small  "building  with 
open  sides.   This  structure  was  moved  to  make  way  for  the  1926 
addition  but  remains  on-site  (although  now  closed-in)  and 
is  attached  to  the  left  side  of  the  school. 

A  sizeable  addition  quite  similar  in  style  and  treatment  to 
the  earlier  building  was  completed  in  1926,  and  the  old  school 
became  the  classroom  building,  and  the  new  was  used  for 
industrial  training.   The  school's  enrollment  was  at  this  time 
108  students,  and  8  grades  of  elementary  work,  3  years  of 
high  schoolj  plus  industrial  work  including  printing,  lino- 
type operation,  stenography,  typewriting,  and  office  practice 
were  available.   Today,  the  Cotting  School  provides  a  full 
academic  program,  approved  by  the  Boston  School  System, 
as  well  as  medical  support  and  vocational  training  for  students 
in  grades  1  through  12.   All  pupil  services  are  provided  through 
scholarship  assistance  and  city/town  payments,  and  there  is  no 
direct  cost  to  parent  or  student.   In  1981-2,  the  Cotting 
School  served  122  children  from  ^7  cities  and  towns  in  the 
Greater  Boston  Area. 

Robert  Swain  Peabody  (18^5-191?)  and  John  Goddard  Stearns  (18^3- 
1917),  the  architects  of  the  Cotting  School, enjoyed  an  extensive 
practice  which  lasted  for  ^0  years.   The  firm  was  of  major 
importance  from  the  1870' s  through  the  1910's  and  was  known  for 
its  school,  public,  insltutional,  commercial,  and  residential 
designs.   Their  work  included  Mathews  Hall  and  the  old  Hemenway 
Gym  at  Harvard;  the  Boston  and  Providence  Railroad  Station 
formerly  in  Park  Square;  the  Exchange,  Cunard,  and  India 
Buildings  on  Boston's  State  Street;  the  Hotel  Bellevue  at  19- 
25  Beacon  Street,  and  numerous  residences  in  Back  Bay.   Peabody 
and  Stearrswere  the  architects  of  the  Dorchester  Heights  monu- 
ment in  South  Boston  and  the  Cistom  House  Tower,  and  in  the 
Fenway  area,  were  responsible  for  the  Queen  Anne/Georgian 
Revival  row  at  37-57  St.  Stephen,  the  Georgian  Revival  row  at 
38-56  St.  Stephen,  and  the  townhouses  at  22,  2^,  26  The  Fenway, 
and  Simmons  College  at  300  The  Fenway  (1901-4)  (see  forms  for) .

Some   facts   aboyt   the   work,   and   the   need   of   $30,000 
•       to   complete   our    Building. 

Excellent  progress  is  now  being  made  on  the  new  building  for  the  Industrial  School  for  Crippled  and 
Deformed  Children,  boated  on  the  north  side  of  St.  Botolph  Street,  just  west  of  Massachusetts  Avenue. 
The  exterior  of  this  simple  and  sightly  structure,  designed  by  Messrs.  Peabody  &  .Stearns,  is  about  completed. 
The  grading,  placing  of  granolithic  walks  and  an  ornamental  iron  fence  about  the  front  yard  remains 
to  be  done.  In  the  interior  the  walls  have  been  plastered,  windows  hung,  plumbing,  piping  and  wiring 
about  Completed.  1  ne  boilers  have  been  installed  and  are  in  operation,  drying  the  plastering.  The 
spacic^us  elevator  is  in  course  of  installation,  and  there  spems  little  doubt  that  the  building  will  be  finished 
and  ready  for  occ\ipancy  by  next  May. 

The  exterior  of  the  structure  is  of  selected  water-struck  brick  and  certain  sections  are  finished  in 
salmon  hued  brick.  While  there  are  no  decorative  features,  a  pleasing  appearance  is  gained  by  the 
substantial  cpnstruction,  the  proper  arrangement  of  openings  and  the  excellent  proportion  of  rooms  and 
*  haHs.  The  building  is  fireproof,  is  heated  by.  means  of  indirect  radiation,  the  cold  air  being  filtered, 
heated  and  carried  to  the  various  rooms  in  ducts,  and  all  the  comers  in  the  walls,  ceilings,  etc.,  in  the 
interior  are  rounded  to  prevent  the  accumulation  of  diist. 

There  are  three  stories  and  a  basement,  with  the  foundations  of  such  a  substantial  character  as  to 
allqw  of  the  addition  of  another  story,  should  that  become  desirable.  ■  The  interior  woodwork  finish  is  oak, 
with  as  little  wood  used  as  possible  as  an  aid  to  the  fireproof  character  of  the  building.  In  the  basement 
is  the  heating  apparatus,  a  storeroom,  janitor's  apartment,  kitchen,  serving  room  and  dining  room.

single-family  houses  on  Newhury  Street,  St.  Botolph,  and 
Falmouth  Street  during  the  late  '80's  through  the  mid-'90's 
as  well  as  ca.  I890  apartment  buildings  in  the  Back  Bay  and 
Fenway  areas  including  362-6  Commonwealth,  corner  of  West

By  1895 »  several  of  the  houses  in  the  8-36  St.  Germain  row

White's  189^  building  plans  for  #50-5^   St.  Germain  were  abandoned 
in  1896, -a  circumstance  possibly  caused  by  his  death.  #50 
was  put-up  later  that  year  by  owner,  builder,  architect,  Joseph 
Green (see  forms  for  27-^1;  ^3-51  St. Germain)  and  in  I896/7, 
#5^t    5^f  56  were  being  built  for  Pemberton  Square  lawyer  Edward 
A.  Bangs  after  designs  by  the  prominent  architect  Arthur  H. 
Bowditch.   Bowditch  (d.  March  1^1-,  19'^l)  was  active  c a.  18 90 
through  the  thirties  and  was  the  designer  of  many  apartment, 
hotel,  and  conmiercial  buildings  in  Boston  including  the  Carlton 
Hotel  (see  foirm  for  II38  Boylston  Street),  31  Milk  Street, 
the  Old  South  Building  at  29^  Washington  Street,  the  Hotel 
Somerset  at  400  Commonwealth  Avenue,  the  Lenox  Hotel,  the  Essex 
Hotel,  and  the  Stoneholm  Apartments  at  151^  Beacon  Street, 
Brookline . 

Despite  changes  in  owner,  builder,  and  architect,  #50-5^  St. 
Germain  continue  the  form  and  treatment  of  the  rest  of  the 
row  and  apparently  there  was  considerable  reliance  on  White's 
scheme  for  the  development  of  the  street.

The   original  Church  of  the  Messiah  was   built  in  184-4  on  Florence 
Street,    near  Harrison  Avenue  and  the   New  York  Street  section 
of  the  South  End.

Taller  usually  by  3-^  floors    than  most  of  the   flat-roofed  ^1—5 
story  apartments   in  the  area,    the  Hemenway  Chamhers  was   designed 
as   an  80-unit  family  apartment  house    (with  no   stores)    at  an 
estimated  cost  of  $225,000. 

John  Lavalle    (1865-1916)    the  architect  of  the  building  was  born 
in  Lima,    Peru.      He  studied  architecture   at  M.I.T.    and   then  at 
the  Ecole   des   Beaux-Arts,      After  his    training,    he  returned  to 
South  America  and  practiced  in  Buenos  Aires.      Lavalle  was   back 
in  Boston  by  the   late   1880 's   and  was   active   here  as   an  architect 
primarily  of   "notable   North  Shore  residences."      In  Boston  he 
was   responsible   for  the   Ellen  Sturgis   house   at  133   Bay  State 
Road   (1900)    and  also   is   credited  with  the  Massachusetts   Build- 
ing at   the   Jamestown,    Virginia  Exposition   (190?) •

(This  marks  the  50th  anniversary  of 
"new"  Fenway  Park.  In  1934,  new  Red 
Sox  owner  Thomas  A.  Yawkey  rebuilt 
Fenway,  modernizing  the  ballpark  that 
had  been  bom  in  1912 — maintaining  the 
distinct  flavor  that  remains  in  1984. 

(Today,  as  the  major  leagues'  second 
oldest  stadium  (behind  Chicago's 
Comiskey  Park),  Fenway  Park  has  be- 
came a  baseball  landmark. )

Fenway  Park  is  a  snug,  intimate  bandbox 
where  fans  feel  they  can  reach  out  and  touch 
their  heroes — and  know  that  their  taunts 
will  be  heard  by  the  villains. 

As  Roger  Angell  wrote  in  The  New 
Yorker  reviewing  the  1975  World  Series. 
50,000  fans  watched  the  games  at 
Cincinnati  while  35,000 participaied  in  the 
games  at  Fenway. 

Along  with  its  coziness  and  charm,  there 
are  other  distinctive  characterisdcs  that  con- 
tribute to  Fenway's  rare  atmosphere.  Itspe- 
rimeters  resemble  part  of  a  jigsaw  puzzle,  a 
succession  of  walls  and  barriers  jutting  in 
and  out  at  odd  angles,  designed  not  by  a  mad 
archi^tj_iut_to^onfonn jojthe  property's 
'peculiar  real-estate  boundaries. 
■  And  the  most  unlikely  contour  of  all  is 
The  Wall,  alias  the  Green  Monster.  The 
37-foot-tall  fence  in  left  field  is  baseball's 
Lorelei,  luring  right-hand  hitters  (even 
some  left-hand  hitters)  with  its  beauty  and 
apparent  accessibility  3 15  feet  away— only 
to  ruin  many  who  have  fallen  for  it.  Jbc— 
^all  is  baseball's  most  notorious  landmark, 
a  beckoning  target  stanng  banets  m  the 
face. 

Has  there  ever  been  a  right-handed  fan — 
even  those  with  increasing  waistlines  and 
decreasing  eyesight — who  isn't  convinced 
he  could  stand  at  the  plate  and  tattoo  The 
Wall?  It's  a  fantasy  of  any  Fenway  fan  who 
has  ever  gripped  a  Louisville  Slugger. 

It's  small  wonder  that  rookies  drool  when 
they  see  The  Wall  for  the  first  time,  a  temp- 
tadon  even  weak  hitters  can't  resist.  It  kin- 
dles a  twinkle  in  the  eye  of  banjo  hitters, 
instant  mental  spinach  to  make  them  feel 
like  sluggers.  And  ruined  are  those  hitters  so

mesmerized  that  they've  altered  their  stance 
and  swing,  their  batter's  box  equilibrium 
and  normal  concentration  destroyed. 

The  Wall  has  disturbed  an  entue  team's 
concentration — the  Red  Sox  building 
lineups  around  it.  They  have  loaded  up  with 
a  parade  of  right-hand  hitters  like  Cronin, 
Foxx,  Doerr,  Tabor,  DiMaggio,  York, 
Stephens,  Dropo,  Jensen.  Malzone,  Stuart, 
Petrocelli,  Conigiiaro.  Scott,  Fisk,  Evans, 
Rice  and  Armas.  (Yet.  curiously,  of  the  15 
league  baning  crowns  worn  by  Red  Sox  hit- 
ters since  1 94 1  all  but  one  have  been  won  by 
left-hand  batters  hitting  to  spacious  right
